Amendments to the Rules of Procedure and Con¬

In pursuance of sub-rule (3) of rule 23] of the 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok 
Sabha (Sixth Edition), the following amendments 
approved by Lok Sabha to the said Rules, are hereby 
published :— 

New Rules 331C, 331 D ; 331E and331F 

After rule 331B, the following new rules shall be 
inserted namely :— 

“COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE 

331C Functions.—There shall be a Committee 
on Agriculture to examine all matters connected 
with agriculture as are deaft with by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and allied Ministries and to report 
thereon from time to time. 

(a) to examine such of the activities of the 

Ministry of Agriculture and albed Minis¬ 
tries as may seem fit to the Committee; 

(b) to report what economies, improvements 

in organisation, efficiency or administrative 
reform consistent with the policy approved 
by Parliament, may be effected; 

(c) to examine the Annual Reports of the 

Ministry of Agriculture and allied Minis¬ 
tries with a view to finding out whether 
the expenditure incurred was commensu¬ 
rate with the results achieved; 

(d) to examine such of the plan projectsl 

activities of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and allied Ministries as may seem fit to 
the Committee or are specially referred 
to it by the House or the Speaker; and 
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(e) to evaluate and suggest measures for moder¬ 
nisation and overall development of agri¬ 
culture and agricultural industries with a 
view to enhancing their contribution to 
economic growth through supplies of food, 
raw materials and projects for exports, etc. 

33 ID Constitution.—(1 ) The Committee shall

Amendments to the Rules of Procedure and Con¬ 
duct of Business in Lok Sabha (Sixth Edition) 

In pursuance of sub-rule (3) of rule 331 of the 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in

(viii) it relates to a matter falling primarily 
within the jurisdiction of the Chief Elec¬ 
tion Commissioner, C8cAG, courts and 
other such functionaries; 

(ix) it relates to petitions and memoranda re¬ 
ceived or public speeches made by 
Ministers ; 

(x) it seeks information on a matter pending 
before an investigative agency and its 
disclosure is likely to prejudice the course 
of investigation; 

(xi) it relates to a matter under negotiation 
with a government of other country and 
its disclosure may affect the course of 
negotiations to the detriment of the na¬ 
tional interests ; and 

(xii) it relates to a matter within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Speaker."

(2) Such notices regarding statements to be 
made in the House by Ministers or state¬ 
ments, reports or papeis to be laid on 
the Table shall be accepted from 10.00 
hours on the day the list of business whet cm 
the item has been included, is ciiculatcd to 
members. 

(3) In a case where a supplementary list of 
business is circulated in the House in re¬ 
gard to a statement, notices in respect of 
that statement, received within fifteen mi¬ 
nutes of circulation of the list of business, 
shall be deemed to have been received at 
the same point of time and their intei-se 
priority determined by ballot

Procedure regarding speeaches in Languages 
other than Hindi or English.-(l) A member may 
make a speech in Lok Sabha in any of the follow¬ 
ing languages, namely, Assamese, Bengali, Gujarati, 
Kannada, Malayalam, Marathi, Oriya, Punjabi, Sans¬ 
krit, Tamil, Telugu or Urdu provided he gives at 
least half-an hour’s notice to that effect to die 
officer at the Table in order to enable the Interpreter 
concerned to take position In the Interpreters’ 
Booth. The speech shall be simultaneously interpret¬ 
ed into Hindi and English. 
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The translation of his speech in Hindi and Eng¬ 
lish shall thereafter be prepared and orinted m 
the official report of the proceedings of the House 
with a foot-note indicating the language in which 
the original speech was delivered. 

(2) A member desirous of making a speerh in 
any language other than Hindi, English and the 
languages mentioned in clause (1) shall furnish to 
the officer at the table or the Parliamentary Notice 
Ofhce, three authenticated copies of the transaction 
of his speech in Hindi or English in advance for 
use of the interpreters and later incorporation in 
the official report of the proceedings of the House : 

Provided that where a member does not furnish 
such translation, the fact that the member spoke 
in a language other than Hindi or English oi any 
of the languages mentioned in clause (1), shall be 
mentioned in the official report of the proceedings 
of the House with the remark that the membei 
did not furnish a translation of his speech in Hindi 
or English. 

(3) A member or members (not more than two) 
in whose name (s) a question appears in tire list of 
starred questions may ask supplementary in any 
of tire languages mentioned in clause (1) provided 
an advance notice in this regard is given not later 
than 3 P. M. on the working day preceding the day 
on which the question is listed for oral answer.”
